Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The Emergency Medical Services (EMS) Systens

Act is anmended by changing Section 32.5 as foll ows:

(a) The Departnent shall issue an annual Freestandi ng
Emergency Center (FEC) license to any facility that:
(1) is located: (i)(A in a nunicipality with a
popul ation of 75,000 660;000 or fewer inhabitants; (B)

within 15 mles of the hospital that owns or controls the

FEC. and (C) within 10 mles of the Resource Hospital

affiliated with the FEC as part of the EMS System or

(1i) etther (A in a nmunicipality that has a hospital
that has been providing energency services but is
expected to close by the end of 1997 and efr (B) in a
county with a popul ation of nore than 350,000 but |ess
than 525,000 500;000 inhabitants; ¢(tit)-wthin-15-mtes
of -t he- hospi tal -t hat - owns- or - eont r ol s-t he- FEG; - - and- - (i v)

(2) is wholly owned or controlled by an Associate
or Resource Hospital, but is not a part of the hospital's
physi cal pl ant;

(3) neets the standards for |icensed FECs, adopted
by rule of the Departnent, including, but not limted to:

(A) facility design, specification, operation,
and nai nt enance standards;

(B) equipnent standards; and
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(© the nunber and qualifications of energency
medi cal personnel and other staff, which must
include at Ileast one board certified energency
physi ci an present at the FEC 24 hours per day.

(4) limts its participation in the EM System
strictly to receiving a limted nunber of BLS runs by
ener gency medi cal vehi cl es according to protocols
devel oped by the Resource Hospital wthin the FEC s
desi gnated EMS System and approved by the Project Medical
Director and the Departnent;

(5) provides conpr ehensi ve energency treatnent
services, as defined in the rules adopted by t he
Department pursuant to the Hospital Licensing Act, 24
hours per day, on an outpatient basis;

(6) provides an anbulance and mnmaintains on site
anbul ance services staffed with paranmedics 24 hours per
day;

(7) maintains hel i copt er | andi ng capabilities
approved by appropriate State and federal authorities;

(8) conplies with all State and federal patient
rights provisions, including, but not limted to, the
Enmer gency Medi cal Treatnent Act and the federal Energency
Medi cal Treatnent and Active Labor Act;

(9) maintains a comunications systemthat is fully
integrated with its Resource Hospital wthin the FECs
desi gnated EMS System

(10) reports to t he Depar t ment any patient
transfers fromthe FEC to a hospital within 48 hours of
the transfer plus any other data determned to be
rel evant by the Departnent;

(11) submts to the Departnent, on a quarterly
basis, the FECs norbidity and nortality rates for
patients treated at the FEC and other data determned to

be rel evant by the Departnent;
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(12) does not describe itself or hold itself out to
the general public as a full service hospital or hospita
energency departnent in its advertising or marketing
activities;

(13) conplies with any other rules adopted by the
Departnent under this Act that relate to FEGCs;

(14) passes the Departnent's site inspection for
conpliance wwth the FEC requirements of this Act;

(15) submts a copy of a certificate of need or
other permt issued by the Illinois Health Facilities
Pl anning Board indicating that the facility that wll
house the proposed FEC conplies with State health
pl anning |aws; provided, however, that the Illinois
Health Facilities Planning Board shall wai ve this
certificate of need or permt requirement for any
proposed FEC that, as of +the effective date of this
amendatory Act of 1996, neets the criteria for providing
conpr ehensi ve energency treatnent services, as defined by
the rul es pronmul gated under the Hospital Licensing Act,
but is not a licensed hospital;

(16) submts an application for designation as an
FEC in a manner and form prescri bed by the Departnment by
rul e; and

(17) pays the annual license fee as determ ned by
t he Departnent by rule; and-

(18) participated in the denpnstrati on program

(b) The Departnent shall

(1) annually inspect facilities of initial FEC
applicants and |licensed FECs, and issue annual |icenses
to or annual |y relicense FECs that satisfy the
Departnent's licensure requirenments as set forth in
subsection (a);

(2) suspend, revoke, refuse to issue, or refuse to

renew the license of any FEC, after notice and an
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opportunity for a hearing, when the Departnent finds that

the FEC has failed to conply wth the standards and

requi renents of the Act or rules adopted by the

Departnent under the Act;

(3) issue an Enmergency Suspension Order for any FEC
when the Director or his or her designee has determ ned

t hat the continued operation of the FEC poses an

i medi ate and serious danger to the public health,

safety, and welfare. An opportunity for a hearing shal

be pronptly initiated after an Emergency Suspension O der
has been issued; and
(4) adopt rul es as needed to inplenment this
